IGOR  GORIN,  songwriter  and 
comcert,  opera,  television,  and 
radio  star,  will  begin  the  1955- 
56  lyceum  season  Monday  at  8:15. 
The  lyceum  has  been  changed 
from  the  Provo  tabernacle  'to  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse. 

Gorin,  who  was  born  in  the 
Ukraine,  received  his  musical  ed- 
ucation at  the  famous  Conserva- 
tory of  Vienna  and  started  his 
singing  career  in  the  opera 
houses  of  Europe.  He  is  now  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States. 

HE  IS  WELL  known  for  his 
performances  on  such  radi<?  pro- 
grams as  “Hollywood  Hotel,” 
"Telephone  Hour,”  and  “Chicago 
Theatre  of  the  Air,”  and  such 
television  shows  as  “Voice  of 
Firestone”  and  "Cavalcade  of 
Stars.” 

Gorin  has  appeared  for  five 
consecutive  years  in  the  leading 
role  of  Brigham  Young,  singing 
the  stirring  music  from  the  mel- 


odic folk  opera  “All  Faces  West.” 
The  folk  opera  is  the  story  of 
the  pioneers  and  their  trek  west. 
It  is  considered  as  one  of  the 
really  great  pioneer  sagas.  Gorin 
.is  credited  with  bringing  this  mel- 
odic folk  opera,  which  is  perform- 
ed at  the  Ogden  Pioneer  Days,  to 
national  and  international  at- 
tc  ntion. 

AMONG  THE  songs  that  Gor- 
in will  sing  in  his  program  Mon- 
day evening  will  be,  “Art  Thou 
Troubled,”  from  Rodelinda  by 
Handel,  “The  Sailor’s  Song,”  by 
Haydn,  “The  Evening  Prayer”  by 
Moussorgsky,  and  "Prayer  for  a 
Safe  Journey,”  from  “All  Faces 
West”  by  Roland  Parry.  He  will 
be  accompanied  at  the  piano  by 
Mr.  Crossan  who  will  also  play 
several  pieces. 

It  is  said  of  Igor  Gorin  that 
“wherever  he  sings,  whatever  he 
sings,  Igor  Gorin  proves  to  be  a 
baritone  with  all  the  attributes 
that  could  possibly  be  desired  by 
music-lovers.”

Freshman  Women 
Kept  from  Running 
By  Invalid  Statute 

FRESHMAN  women  were  not 
allowed  to  enter  the  elections  for 
Homecoming  Queen  this  year  be- 
cause of  a misunderstanding  con- 
cerning an  invalid  statute  which 
was  passed  last  spring  quarter. 

The  statute,  which  was  enacted 
by  the  legislative  council,  pro- 
vided that  only  girls  from  the 
upper  three  classes  could  be  can- 
didates for  Homecoming  Queen. 

However,  a constitutional  pro- 
vision states  that  “statutes  will 
be  valid  only  during  the  year  in 
which  they  were  passed ; how- 
ever, at  the  first  regular  meeting 
of  the  Legislative  Council,  the 
statutes  of  the  preceding  year 
will  be  considered  and  either 
adopted  or  rejected.” 

NO  STATUTES  were  reenacted 
at  the  first  meeting  of  the  year’s 
legislative  council. 

Ken  Young,  elections  committee 
chairman,  said  that  he-  followed 
instructions  of  the  Homecoming 
Committee,  but  questioned  its 
ruling  that  freshman  women  be 
excluded  from  the  Homecoming 
Queen  elections. 

Bud  Smithson,  chairman  of  the 
Homecoming  committee  said  he 
believed  the  statute  to  be  in  ef- 
fect, and  that  that  was  the  basis 
for  the  ruling. 

Purpose  of  enacting  the  mea- 
sure last  year  was  to  bring  it  to 
the  attention  of  the  1955-56  legis- 
lative council,  members  of  that 
organization  said  last  spring.

Total  Registration  Figure  8/160, 
Utah  Leads  States  With  3,776 


LATEST  BRIGHAM  Young 
University  enrollment  figures 
were  released  this  week  by  Dean 
Pliss  Crandall,  dean  of  admis- 
sions apd  records. 

Figures  included  all  registra- 
tion through  Oct.  14.  Total  num- 
ber of  students  currently  enroll- 
ed at  BYU  is  8,160. 

ENROLL3IENT  by  states  is  led 
by  Utah  with  a total  of  3,766 
students.  This  represents  46  per 
cent  of  the  studentbody.  Out-of- 
state  enrollment  is  topped  by 
California  with  1,255  students. 
States  with  over  100  students  on 
campus  are  Idaho  832,  Arizona 
321,  Oregon  242,  Nevada  221, 
Washington  221,  Wyoming  140, 
and  Colorado  114. 

FOREIGN  COUNTRIES  are 
led  by  Canada  with  an  enrollment 
of  169.  Twenty-eight  foreign 
countries  are  represented  on  the 


P.YU  campus.  Students  are  here 
from  Alaska,  Hawaii,  Korea, 
Greece,  Iran,  Honduras,  India, 
Siam,  Norway,  North  Africa, 
Equador,  Burma,  China,  Tahiti, 
Great  Britain,  Finland,  France, 
Sweden,  Japan,  Samoa,  Australia, 
Brazil,  Denmark,  Germany,  Gua- 
temala, and  Mexico. 

MALE  STUDENTS  total  4,722, 
and  female  students  total  3,438. 
There  are  3,201  freshmen,  2,038 
sophomores,  1,368  juniors,  and 
1,123  seniors.  Special  students  to- 
tal 298  and  there’  are  102  special 
students  registered. 

There  are  653  senior  men  and 
470  senior  women,  855  male 
juniors  and  513  female  juniors, 
1225  sophomore  men  and  813 
sophomore  women,  and  1722  male 
freshmen  and  1479  female  fresh- 
men.

Three  recent  oversights  have  proven  the 
constitution  of  the  Associated  Students  of 
Brigham  Young  University  to  be  nebulous, 
poorly  constructed  in  places,  and  too  restric- 
tive. 

One  provision  states  that  “the  Legislative 
Council  shall  choose  a Yell  King  and  Yell 
Squad  for  the  ensuing  school  year  following 
try-outs  before  the  studentbody  at  the  end 
of  the  current  school  year.” 

When  the  1955-56  executive  council  read 
the  Constitution  at  the  outset  of  their  term 
of  office,  it  was  found  that  the  legislative  coun- 
cil had  not  chosen  a Yell  King  and  Yell  Squad 
in  the  spring  quarter. 

Thursday  evening  the  legislative  council 
was  scheduled  to  select  them — several  months 
late.  Technically  the  appointments  are  uncon- 
stitutional, but  since  there  is  no  agency  for 
determining  constitutionality,  the  appoint- 
ments must  be  considered  valid. 

This  week  several  appointments  to  the 
Honor  Council  were  considered  by  .a  selec- 
tions committee,  which  was,  again,  uncon- 
stitutionally appointed. 

The  constitution  reads  that  “an  Honor  Coun- 
cil shall  be  selected  by  a committee  consisting 
of  five  legislative  council  members,  including 
the  Honor  Council  chairman,  and  appointed 
by  the  Legislative  Council.  This  shall  be  doge 
by  the  third  week  after  studentbody  elections 
for  the  following  school  year.” 


These  mistakes  may  be  attributed  to  the 
ineptness  of  the  constitution,  or  the  oversight 
of  busy  student  administrators. 

However  the  third  and  perhaps  most  serious 
act  of  nonfeasance  concerns  both  the  student 
officers  of  this  year  and  last  year. 

The  constitution  provides  that  “statutes  to 
this  constitution  may  be  enacted  by  the  Leg- 
islative council  by  a two-thirds  majority  vote, 
and  terminated  by  the  same  majority. 

“Statutes  will  be  valid  only  during  the  year 
in  which  they  were  passed;  however,  at  the 
first  regular  meeting  of  the  Legislative  coun- 
cil, the  statutes  of  the  preceding  year  will  be 
considered  and  either  be  adopted  or  rejected.” 

Last  year’s  statutes  were  not  presented  to 
the  legislative  council  for  adoption  or  rejec- 
tion, more  than  two  weeks  ago. 

This  act  might  have  changed  the  ballot  for 
Homecoming  Queen,  since  last  year’s  legisla- 
tive council  passed' a statute  banning  freshmen 
women  from  consideration  for  candidacy. 

These  facts  point  to  an  alternative  solution 
— either  a body  should  be  formed  to  interpret 
the  Constitution  and  insure  enforcement  of 
its  provisions,  or  the  technicalities  in  that  doc- 
ument should  be  removed. 

All  student  officers  are  required  to  take  an 
oath  of  office  which  binds  them  to  “uphold 
and  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  constitution 
of  the  Associated  Students  of  Brigham  Young 
University.”  This  newspaper  contends  that  the 
present  studentbody  organizational  system 
does  not  fully  provide  for  the  enforcement  of

One  such  group  of  musicians  proved  the 
worth  of  such  a project  at  the  Tuesday  as- 
sembly, when  one  number  was  played  in  hon- 
or of  a visiting  British  dignitary. 

Many  students  were  later  heard  to  ask,

ing  the  school  year  for  students  to  attend  in- 
door band  concerts,  but  such  audiences  are 
captive  audiences. 

Outdoor  band  concerts  provide  the  oppor- 
tunity for  students  to  come  and  go  as  they 
please,  and  give  musicians  the  pleasure  of 
knowing  that  they  are  playing  for  an  appre- 
ciative audience. 

Winter  is  no  time  for  -outdoor  band  con- 
certs at  Brigham  Young  University,  but  such 
events  could  be  planned  for  regular  intervals 
during  the  Spring. 

An  ideal  place  for  the  concerts  would  be 
the  southwest  lawn  adjacent  to  the  Maeser 
Building.  A portable  bandstand  could  be  erec- 
ted on  the  sidewalk,  and  the  audience ' could 
sit  on  the  sloping  lawn.

"This  machine,”  Taylor  said,

However,  the  machine,  which 
is  portable,  is  still  not  within  the
